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SGA  election 

comes  down  to 

just  11  votes

Three  people  were  running,  but  the 
race  came  down  to  two  heavyweights 
and  a  spoiler.  Ryan  Anderson  and  Fred 
Cappucci  battled  head-to-head  for  the 
SGA  Executive  Board  Presidency  until 
the  very  end.  To  Ryan  Anderson  will 
go  the  spoils  this  year:  he  beat  Fred 
Cappucci  by  11  votes.  132-121  (48  per- 
cent to  44  percent).  The  final  tally 
between  the  two  was  only  an  11 -vote 
difference  (4  percent),  with  dark-horse 
candidate  Michael  Canu  running  a  dis- 
tant third.  Canu  finished  with  27  votes 
(9  percent),  but  he  may  have  made  the 
difference  in  the  race.  Had  he  not  run. 
this  race  could  have  been  anywhere 
from  a  blowout  to  a  win  for  Anderson 
to  a  close  win  for  Cappucci.  depending 
on  how  those  27  votes  went. 

Hard  and  clean  campaigns  were  key 
this  year,  as  both  Anderson  and 
Cappucci  were  seen  scrapping  for 
votes  at  the  last  minute.  Walls  and  bul- 
letin boards  were  plastered  with  flyers 
for  both  candidates  and  all  over  campus 
people  were  out  pushing  people  to  vote 
for  their  candidates.  Hard  campaigning 
also  helped  out  MASSPIRG.  as  they 
were  reaffirmed  by  the  students  for  two 
more  years  by  a  vote  of  219-71. 

Write-in  campaigns  were  very  pop- 
ular this  year,  as  five  seats  on  council 
were  filled  by  write-in  candidates. 
Mike  Canu  may  not  have  won  the  prize 
fight,  but  he  was  re-elected  as 
Commuters  Board  President  by  write 
in  votes.  Derek  Spilman  ran  a  success- 
ful write-in  campaign  for  the  Class  of 
2001  Treasurer's  spot.  Diane  Potter 
had  originally  decided  not  to  run  for  re- 
election for  the  Class  of  2002 
Presidency,  but  changed  her  mind  later 
and  also  ran  a  successful  write-in  cam- 
paign. Amy  Briggs.  a  write-in  for  the 
Class  of  2002  Vice  Presidency,  beat  out 
two  other  write-in  candidates  to  win  the 
position.  Lisa  Bombino  won  the  Class 
of  2002  Secretary  spot  by  write-ins. 

All  of  the  newly  elected  officers  w  ill 
take  office  at  the  SGA  Transitional 
Dinner,  tentatively  scheduled  for  April 
18.  Congratulations  to  all  of  the  candi- 
dates on  a  great  job!

Students  share 
Visions  of  honor

Do  you  want  to  discover  the  next 
Quentin  Tarantino  or  "Blair  Witch 
Project,"  but  can't  make  it  out  to  the 
pinnacle  of  independent  film,  Park 
City,  Utah,  for  the  Sundance  Film 
Festival?  Can't  make  it  to  the  Dorothy 
Chandler  Pavilion  in  Beverly  Hills. 
Calif,  for  the  Academy  Awards? 
Coming  this  April,  you  can  view  plenty 
of  cinematic  talent  without  even  having 
to  leave  Fitchburg.  And  it's  FREE. 
Fitchburg  State  College's  Visions  2000 
is  on  its  way. 

Visions  has  become  something  of  a 
tradition  at  the  FSC  campus.  It  is  a 
communications  honor  show  that 
showcases  the  best  things  to  come  out 
of  the  department  in  the  last  year.  It  is 
broken  into  several  categories:  film, 
video,  multimedia,  graphic  design  and 
photography.  All  the  works  are  done 
exclusively  by  FSC  stydebts.  Up  until 
now,  Visions  has  been  the  province  of 
the  Comm/Med  faculty,  but  this  year  it 
will  be  entirely  student  run.  Film  stu- 
dent Scott  Froberg  is  very  busy  coordi- 
nating the  film  and  video  side  of  the 
festival. 

Due  to  the  recent  "work  to  rule"' 
vote,  the  faculty  will  not  participate  in 
the  festival  this  year.  Film  professor 
Gunther  Hoos  asked  Froberg  to  be  the 
coordinator.  "Each  year  they  try  to 
make  it  bigger  and  better  than  the  last 
year.  This  year,  because  it's  2000  we 
want  to  make  it  really  big.  I  want  to  get 
as  many  alumni  as  possible  to  come 
back  and  showcase  works  they  have 
done"  says  Froberg.  Some  planning  he 
has  to  oversee  includes  editing  the 
opening  montage,  advertising,  and 
putting  together  the  panel  to  judge  the 
films  submitted. 

In  the  past,  the  films  have  been 
screened  in  the  Kent  Recital  Hall,  but 
this  year,  Froberg  is  exploring  the 
option  of  holding  it  in  the  larger  Weston 
Auditorium.  He  is  also  looking  into  the 
possibility  of  renting  some  professional 
sound  equipment  for  the  hosts,  students 
Chris  Lauer  and  Chip  Lipscomb,  as 
well  as  guest  speakers.  The  show  will 
be  advertised  to  both  the  campus  as 
well  as  the  community. 

So  what  are  the  criteria  for  the  works 
that  are  accepted?    Froberg  feels  there 


are  several  things  to  consider,  such  as  a 
good  story,  quality  sound,  and  good 
visuals.  He  says,  "Hopefully  the  best 
will  make  it.  All-the  submissions  will 
be  films  that  were  made  in  the  last  year. 
If  we  get  all  crap,  it'll  be  a  crappy  show. 
But  hopefully  it'll  be  a  good  show  with 
all  good  films." 

Froberg  is  currently  putting  together 
a  panel  of  judges.  There  will  be  about 
seven  to  nine  people.  If  one  of  those 
people  worked  on  a  film  that's  being 
judged,  that  person's  vote  won't  count. 
But  the  entire  panel  will  look  at  every- 
thing at  the  same  time,  regardless  of 
who  is  able  to  vote.  One  idea  that 
Froberg  has  is  to  get  an  impartial  view 
on  the  panel  by  having  one  of  the 
judges  be  someone  who  isn't  a  film  stu- 
dent, a  math  professor,  or  example.  He 
or  she  could  look  at  it  solely  on  the 
entertainment  value  as  opposed  to  film- 
making techniques. 

In  terms  of  the  role  that  the  faculty 
will  have  in  the  festival,  they  technical- 
ly can't  coordinate  it  due  to  the  "work- 
to-rule"  vote.  Froberg  says,  "We're 
handling  the  organizational  aspects  of 
it.  It's  something  that  the  faculty  don't 
need  to  have  taking  up  their  time,  with 
all  the  other  classes  and  advisees  they 
have." 

With  a  lot  of  film  festivals,  they're 
set  up  like  an  awards  ceremony  with 
categories  for  "Best  Film"  and  "Best 
Director."  Visions,  on  the  other  hand, 
will  be  more  of  an  exhibition  than  a 
competition.  The  focus  isn't  so  much 
on  the  students  as  it  is  on  the  students' 
work,  according  to  Froberg. 

Froberg  is  still  contacting  alumni  to 
invite  them  to  Visions.  FSC's 
Communications  program  boasts  many 
successful  alumni.  Some  former  stu- 
dents are  now  working  at  such  compa- 
nies as  Digital  Domain,  Avid,  and 
Boston  Camera,  while  others  are  free- 
lancing in  the  industry  as  directors  of 
photography,  production  designers,  and 
visual  effects  supervisors.  One  film 
that  played  at  Visions  a  few  years  ago, 
"Detour,"  went  on  the  win  an  award  at 
Hunter  College's  Student  Film  Festival. 

If  you  want  to  discover  some  future 
film-makers  before  they  get  famous,  or 
if  you  just  want  to  go  and  be  enter- 
tained, the  Visions  2000  Film  and 
Video  Festival  will  take  place  on 
Wednesday,  April  26. 


Old  growth  making  way 
for  the  new  at  Wachusett

Wachusett  Mountain  Associates' 
desire  for  expansion  has  been  public 
knowledge  for  a  few  years  now,  as  have 
been  the  roadblocks  to  prevent  WMA 
from  completing  their  plans.  But,  what 
exactly  are  their  plans?  What  has 
WMA  got  in  store  for  the  winter  sports 
enthusiasts?  What  will  we  get  in 
exchange  for  a  few  old  trees?  What  do 
they  have  up  their  sleeves? 

Kevin  Smith,  lift  line  employee  at 
the  ski  area,  explains  that  Phase  I  of  the 
Wachusett  Mountain  expansion  plan 
was  completed  over  the  summer  of 
1999,  a  brand  new  high  speed  detach- 
able quad  chairlift  replaced  the  sluggish 
"Nor'  Easter"  triple  that  brought  skiers 
up  to  the  intermediate  trails.  The  tiny 
double  that  was  hauling  beginners  up 
the  Monadnock  line,  was  replaced  with 
the  Nor'  Easter  triple. 

Aside  from  the  switching  of  the  fill 
lines,  WMA  also  increased  their  snow- 
making  capabilities  by  constructing  a 
new  water  line  to  Wachusett  Lake. 
Wachusett  rents  water  from  the  city  of 
Fitchburg. 

"I  can't  wait  until  phase  II!"  rants 
John  Gander,  Supervisor  in  the  WMA 
Kitchen,  "things  are  going  to  run  so 
much  smoother.  There  is  going  to  be  so 
much  more  space  to  work  with."  Phase 
II  begins  with  an  addition  onto  the  base 
lodge,  creating  more  space  for  the  cafe- 
teria, seating,  function  facilities,  and 
kitchen. 


The  next  step  for  Phase  II  is  the  con- 
struction of  two  new  trails,  one  of  them 
an  alpine  park.  This  is  going  to  be  the 
most  "crowd  luring"  phase  of  the 
expansion,  obviously.  Jay  Dolan,  an 
avid  snow-boarder  who  rides  at  least 
two  or  three  times  a  week,  is  really 
excited  about  the  new  trails;  "I  ride  this 
mountain  so  much  because  it  is  right 
here,  the  new  trails  are  really  going  to 
give  me  more  to  do,  more  to  practice 
with." 

The  final  part  of  Phase  II  is  the  addi- 
tion of  a  triple  chairlift  to  service  the 
new  trails.  It  will  be  installed  between 
the  Smith  Walton  and  Hitchcock  trails. 
Phase  III  is  the  construction  of  a 
"Skier  Services  Building,"  which  will 
compliment  the  present  ski  school.  The 
building  will  include  seasonal  lockers, 
more  rental  services,  more  group 
sevices,  and  adaptive  (handicapped) 
skier  services. 

"Most  people  think  that  Wachusett 
Mountain  is  a  small  time  mountain  with 
small  time  skiers  and  riders,  and  noth- 
ing interesting  to  offer.  The  thing  is, 
Wachusett  is  one  of  the  most  successful 
mountains  on  the  east  coast."  The 
skiers  and  riders  who  devote  their  time 
to  Wachusett  are  talented  young  sensa- 
tions. Radio  station  107.3  FM,  WAAF 
out  of  Boston  airs  from  the  base  lodge 
as  well  as  the  base  of  the  ski  slopes. 
There  are  competitions,  races,  and  even 
games  held  at  the  mountain  all  season 
long.

With  the  recent  spate  of  reports  on 
college  dorm  fires  come  equally  dis- 
turbing reports  of  college  students 
deliberately  ignoring  smoke  alarms  in 
their  residence  halls. 

The  reasons  they  do  this  vary.  In 
many  dorms,  alarms  go  off  so  frequent- 
ly they  have  become  routine,  leading 
many  to  believe  the  likelihood  is  slim 
that  the  alarm  is  a  warning  of  an  actual 
fire.  For  some  people,  it  is  just  too 
much  trouble  to  get  out  of  bed  in  the 
middle  of  the  night.  When  they  are  out- 
side, the  wait  to  be  allowed  to  return 
can  seem  like  forever.  Ironically,  the 
wait  is  often  long  because  the  fire 
department  has  had  to  find  all  the  peo- 
ple who  refused  to  leave  in  the  first 
place. 

Whatever  the  reason,  it  seems  that 
more  and  more  students  are  ignoring 
the  grim  realities  that  might  result 
should  there  be  an  actual  fire.  The 
physical  consequences  are  terrible  and 
worth  avoiding  by  any  means  —  even  if 


those  means  include  getting  up  out  of  a 
warm  bed  and  standing  out  in  the  cold. 
According  to  Robert  Bancroft,  an 
emergency  medical  technician  with  the 
Lowell  Ambulance  Service,  90  percent 
of  fire  fatality  victims  are  never  actual- 
ly burnt,  death  is  caused  instead  by 
smoke  inhalation. 

It  takes  three  to  five  minutes  to  suf- 
focate on  the  floor  —  if  standing,  it  can 
take  as  little  as  a  single  lungful  to  bring 
about  a  painful  death.  The  smoke  in  the 
top  12  to  15  inches  of  the  room  can 
reach  temperatures  between  500  and 
800  degrees.  Inhaling  this  "'super  heat- 
ed" smoke  means  instant  death  —  it's 
so  hot  it  literally  melts  the  lung  tissue. 
Smoke  can  also  cause  respiratory 
arrest  as  it  coats  the  lungs  with  soot, 
preventing  oxygen  from  getting  to  the 
bloodstream.  Unconciousness  and 
death  inevitably  follow. 

So  what  should  the  reaction  be  when 
the  smoke  alarm  goes  off  in  the  dorms? 
Get  out  of  bed;  DON'T  hide  in  the  clos- 
et; follow  the  evacuation  plan  and  live 
to  gripe  another  day.

The  way  of  the  Samuria

Being  a  long  time  Jarmusch  fan.  I 
went  to  the  theater  expecting  a  certain 
level  of  creativity  and  still  left  surprised 
by  how  much  this  man  can  do  with  such 
a  simple  story.  Forest  Whittaker  excel- 
lently plays  a  man  without  a  mission. 
Brooding,  silent,  and  in  an  internal 
quest  for  perfection.  Ghost  Dog 
(Whittaker)  has  his  own  version  of 
Bushido:  the  ancient  ethics  and  beliefs 


of  the  samurai. 

This  movie  also  has  many  of  the 
standard  Jarmusch  quirks  as  well  as  his 
bemused  observations  of  humanity, 
which  are  unsentimental  and  hard 
edged  at  times.  Visually,  this  movie  is 
stunning  and  perfectly  evokes  the  prop- 
er atmosphere.  Camera  trickery  from 
motion  blur  and  rack  perspectives  are 
used  to  illustrate  the  background  decor 
and  jar  the  audience. 

Unfortunately.  Whittaker  is  the  only 
member  of  the  cast  who  attempts  to 
become  more  than  just  an  image  on  a 
wall.  Most  fall  into  the  cliched  mobster 
roles  typical  of  the  post-"Godfather" 
gangster  movie:  badly-dressed  loud 
guys  slurping  down  spaghetti  (has  'The 
Sopranos"  taught  us  nothing?).

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MP3  moves  at  speed  of  sound

The  light  on  the  back  of  the  comput- 
er flickers  quickly  in  the  darkly  lit  room 
in  Russell  Towers.  It's  kept  up  this  pace 
for  several  hours,  and  will  continue  to 
do  so  for  several  more.  Slowly  over 
this  amount  of  time  two  Dave 
Matthews  Band  albums,  several  ran- 
dom single  songs,  and  a  Jimi  Hendrix 
bootleg  have  made  their  way  through 
the  cabling  and  onto  his  hard  disk. 
When  his  downloads  are  done  he  will 
organize  them,  maybe  give  them  a 
quick  play-through  to  check  for  quality, 
and  then  put  them  with  the  other  sever- 
al dozen  albums  and  hundreds  of  ran- 
dom singles  on  his  computer.  When  he 
is  finished  he  sends  an  e-mail  to  his 
buddy  down  the  hall  touting  his  finds 
for  the  night.  His  buddy  is  asleep  as  his 
computer  works  well  into  the  night 
downloading  whatever  his  fancy  led 
him  to  earlier  that  evening. 

It  wasn't  that  long  ago  that  music  in 
digital  format  was  strictly  for  music 
production  and  mastering.  Audio  is 
notorious  for  taking  up  large  amounts 
of  space  on  hard  disks.  But  as  of  a  few 
years  ago,  with  the  drop  in  the  price  of 


hard  disks  as  well  as  a 
new  audio  compres- 
sion format  called 
MP3's,  audio  became 
realistic  for  folks 
everywhere.  And 

while  MP3  has  been 
around  for  several 
years  it  wasn't  until 
faster  processor 

speeds  could  handle 
the  power  needed  and 
multimedia  speakers 
became  audio  compo- 
nents rather  than  the 
plastic  toys  of  previ- 
ous incarnations.  A 
single  song  using  the 
MP3  compression 
technique  is  typically 
3  to  5  megabytes.  In 
relation,  a  typical  hard 
disk  being  sold  with 
computers  today  can 
hold  upwards  of  1000 
5  megabyte  MP3  files  of  near  CD  qual- 
ity audio. 

Virtually  any  machine  off  of  the 
showroom  floor  these  days  is  capable 
of  creating  MP3's.   Tools  are  available

which  make  the  process  as  simple  as  a 
few  mouse  clicks.  Even  companies  as 
large  as  Real  Audio,  Macromedia  and 
Microsoft  have  gotten  in  on  the  action 
by  either  creating  MP3  encoders,  play- 
ers, or  incorporating  the  usage  of  the 


format  in  their  software.  Since  all  that 
is  needed  for  creating  MP3's  is  a  com- 
pact disc   and   a  computer,   student

MP3:  Music  moves  into  the  future 


involvement  in  MP3's  has  been  over- 
whelming. With  dorm  rooms  being  as 
typically  cramped  as  they  are  and  the 
sound  between  a  good  stereo  and  a 
good  computer  becoming  almost  indis- 
tinguishable, it's  no  wonder  students 
may  forego  the  space  required  for 
speakers  and  a  console  and  milk  crates 
of  CD's.  Add  to  this  high  speed  inter- 
net access  for  trading  MP3's  and  it's  no 
wonder  why  MP3's  have  become  as 
popular  as  they  are. 

MP3's  have  been  hailed  for  their  cre- 
ation and  ability  to  be  used  by  anyone 
with  a  computer.  Garage  bands  quickly 
adopted  the  MP3  format  for  distribution 
of  their  music  online.  It  gave  them  a 
much  larger  market  than  selling  self- 
made   cassettes   or  CD's   at   shows. 


Online  sites  such  as  MP3.com  have 
become  massive  depositories  of  music 
in  MP3  form  from  virtually  unknown 
artists.  MP3. corn's  success  was  evident 
this  past  year  when  it's  Initial  Public 
Offering  skyrocketed  past  all  expecta- 
tions. Larger  artists  have  also  adopted 
and  used  MP3's.  Chuck  D  of  Public 
Enemy  made  tracks  from  his  new 
release  available  for  a  short  while 
before  he  was  ordered  to  take  them 
down. 

But  their  popularity  has  not  been 
without  controversy.  Copyright  laws 
are  currently  being  reviewed. 
Questions  as  to  the  legality  of  MP3's,  of 
which  the  original  media  is  not  owned 
(i.e.  the  CD),  has  not  been  decided  in 
the  courts  as  of  yet.  Recently 
Northwestern  University  and  Oregon 
State  University  banned  the  use  of  an 
MP3  utility  called  "Napster"  because  it 
was  consuming  upwards  of  20  percent 
of  network  bandwidth  availability.  "We 
noticed  that  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
traffic  that  started  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term,  and  we  did  an  investiga- 
tion and  found  out  that  it  was  Napster," 
stated  Chris  White,  system  administra- 
tor for  the  Residential  Computer 
Network  at  Oregon  State.  This  past  fall 


a  22-year-old 
University  of 
Oregon  senior 
who  made  thou- 
sands of  MP3s, 
movies,  and 
computer  soft- 
ware programs 
available  to  the 
public  on  his 
website  Friday 
became  the  first 
person  convict- 
ed of  internet 
copyright  theft 
under  the  1997 
NET  (No 

Electronic  Theft)  Act.  It  is  the  first  case 
of  legal  prosecution  involving  MP3's. 

MP3's  have,  in  a  very  short  amount 
of  time,  become  exceptionally  popular. 
Recently  the  word  "MP3"  managed  to 
eclipse  the  word  "sex"  as  most  request- 
ed word  on  internet  search  engines. 
And  while  the  verdict  is  still  unofficial- 
ly out,  groups  like  the  Recording 
Industry  Artists  of  America  state  that 
MP3's  take  money  directly  from  the 
artists  wallets  and  are  currently  in  the 
process  of  developing  their  own  com- 
pression scheme  called  SDMI  which 


can  be  monitored  and  controlled.  This 
will  be  an  overwhelmingly  difficult  bat- 
tle for  the  RIAA.  Much  like  dual  cas- 
sette decks  in  the  1980's  that  became 
widely  popular  due  to  their  capability 
for  audio  reproduction  and  later  distrib- 
ution, MP3  looks  to  be  the  digital 
equivalent.  Colleges  have  become  a 
hotbed  of  MP3  creation  and  distribu- 
tion. But  then  again  the  Russell  Towers 
resident  who  decided  to  grab  a  copy  of 
the  new  Guns  n'  Roses  live  CD  on  top 
of  his  other  selections  could  tell  you 
that.
